Radiator. 


been driven continuously since that 
time with the pump falling to deliver 
any circulation. 
Johnston then made use of two sim­ 
ple methods shown in the illustration 
for testing whether the pump rotor is 
broken or if the radiator is frozen. 
Two holes are 
tapped through the 
pump casing directly opposite the hub 
where the shear pin is placed, and 
small pipe plugs are set Into them. 
By removing the upper plug It Is pos­ 
sible to determine if the pump pro­ 
peller revolves with the shaft when­ 
ever the car shows signs of overheat­ 
ing, and the removal of both plugs 
makes it a simple matter to renew 
dowel pin quickly . 
The test for freezing is made by 
pressing between the fingers the lower 
rubber hose connection to the radiator. 
When frozen or partly frozen the hose 
does not collapse readily and It is 
necessary to thaw it out.—Popular 
Science Monthly .

New Lebanon, N. Y.—Fantastic re­ 
ligious dogmas th at forbade marriage, j 
insisted on absolute separation of th e 
sexes and on equality of Inh eritance | 
h ave th inned th e ranks of a once 
powerful sect, th e Sh akers. 
Only a h andful remuln h ere at New 
Lebanon, wh ere th e ruling body of 
Sh aker elders once h eld forth , direct- j 
lng th e destinies of flourish ing Sh nk- J 
er communities along th e eastern sea- j 
bo a rd wh ose membersh ip numbered 
th ousands. 
Only a single Sh aker colony remains 
at

wh at th ey termed th e United Society 
of Believers in Ch rist’s Second Ap­ 
pearance. Th e term Sh aker, first ap­ 
plied In derision by scoffers, was later 
accepted proudly by th e breth ren. 
Dancing with wh ich th e Sh akers 
accompany th eir religious rites is de­ 
scribed as a picturesque ceremony. At 
th e community h ouse of worsh ip, after 
exh ortation by th e elders, th e males 
of th e congregation would form ranks 
in a h alf circle, according to size and 
age, facing th e women wh o were ar­ 
ranged likewise. 
At a signal th e ch oir would sing 
wh ile th e ranks moved up and down, 
swinging arms in rh yth m, rising on 
tiptoe and sh aking or swaying from 
side to side. 
Sh akers contributed much to Amer­ 
ica’s trade in th e early days. 
Pos­ 
sessing a reputation for proph ecy and 
religious foresigh t, th e Sh aker com­ 
munities drew* into th e fold th e resi­ 
dents of surrounding neigh borh oods 
wh o at th at time were willing to give 
up th eir worldly beh *ngings and live a 
life of celibacy. 
T h e community became not only 
self-sustaining but wealth y. 
Sh rewd 
Sh aker farm ers bough t I h e best and 
rich est lands for th e communities, th e 
Sh aker worksh ops h umming at broom 
and furniture making, th eir mach in­ 
ists invented th e buzz-saw, and money 
rolled in on th e simple people. 
Th eir 
furniture and oth er products became 
famous for soundness and appearance.

Christmas Pies and Pu d d in g s

H E Christmas feast is bound up 
with hosts of 
food traditions, 
gathered up through the centur­ 
ies, 
all 
with 
association 
and 
stor­ 
ies 
which 
make 
them dear 
to 
us. 
None is more univ ersal than that of 
the Christmas plum pudding, and the 
Christmas pie, which, though there 
be fowl or roast, baked foods, boiled 
or stewed, must alwa y s hav e a place 
on the Christmas menu. 
Other 
pies 
and 
tarts, 
cranberry ’, 
pumpkin, and fruit puddings of many 
kinds are famous in song and story . 
They may hav e their place still, and 
without the cost in time and effort 
v hich were needed in other times when 
ev ery step in the making of the pud­ 
ding, mince meat and pie had to be 
done in the kitchen. 
The modern 
housewife buy s her plum pudding apd 
fig pudding in cans, entirely prepared, 
needing only re-heating and a hollv 
garnish -to make it festiv e for the 
table. 
Her pie and tart fillings, fruit 
for puddings of all kinds, she buy s 
canned, mince mea t and mince with­ 
out meat, pumpkin, cranherry , and all 
the 
other 
good 
fruits, 
cherries, 
peaches, pin^a^ole. ready for her use 
in any dish she chooses. 
Ev en pie 
crust conies ready prepared, so ev en 
if y ou’re busy or tired y ou cua hav e 
y our Christmas pie. 
A rsn of mince meat and a pack­ 
age of prepared pie crust will make 
a mince pie with both lower and top 


crust. 
For one pie with both crusts, 
open a can of mince meat, add one 
and a quarter cups o f water and boil 
for halt an hour. 
The iuice of ca n­ 
ned fruit or cider may be used in 
place of 
water, 
or a 
part of 
the 
water. 
Be careful 
that 
the 
filling 
docs not burn. 


Meantime, make two pie shells by 
adding three or four tablespoons of 
wrater to the contents of a package of 
prepared pie crust and roll out to a 
quarter inch thickness on a floured 
board. 
Bake the shells on the greased 
O U T S I D E o f two pie tins, then take 
them off, put one crust on the right 
side o f the pie plate, fill it with the 
mince meat. 
Fit on the upper crust 
and pinch together with white of egg. 
Heat together for fiv e or ten min­ 
utes. 
Serv e hot or cold, with or with­ 
out American cheese. 


Other good Christmas pies that y ou 
may wish to try are suggested here.

-tringless beans, spaghetti, sweet po­ 
tatoes, peas. 
They contain starches to 
supply fuel, protein to build muscle, 
minerals and v itamins to keep little 
'. ¡dies in good condition. 


N et only are these prepared v ege- 
■ ables 
in 
the 
most 
easily 
digested 
form, important 
for the health of 
children and grown folk as w-ell, but 
they are m the most conv enient form. 
This is important for the housewife. 
H ow simple it is for her when she 
scans the luncheon or dinner menu 
to make it thoroughly balanced by -the 
ddition of one of her quickly prepared 
canned foods. 


White potatoes, ev ery one knows are 
high in starch, but not so many peo­ 
ple knew that lima beans are ev en 
higher and that sweet potatoes are 


highest in starch of all v egetables. 
Lima and nav y beans, known gener­ 
ally as baked beans, hav e the added 
merit of containing a high percentage 
o f protein and for that reason they 
form a well balanced dish. 
Red kid­ 
ney beans are much the same. 
Only 
a point or two lower than potatoes 
in starch are peas. 
This is fortunate 
for they are a lwa y s wrell-liked and a 
can of peas may be prepared in a 
number of tasty wa y s. 
Neck and neck 
with peas in starch and in goodly pro­ 
portion of protein, we find parsnips 
and right close behind comes corn. 
Other v egetables that 
must not be 
neglected in the diet that giv es energy 
are squash and stringless beans, also 
turnips. 


H ot v egetables ma ke the best lunch­ 
eon for school children. 
With minds 
set on getting back to the school room 
and the play ground, they are inclined 
to hurry and should therefore lunch 
on easily digested 
food. 
Milk, of 
course, they must hav e, a pint a day 
each at the v ery least, and 
fruits. 
Ha waiian pineapple, for instance, has 
not only minerals, energizing sugar 
galore in its sy rup, but a large pro­ 
tein content as well. 
This is true of 
many other canned fruits. 


Cream soups supply milk in the diet 
v ery well, and soup as a first course 
has its best use in preparing the stom­ 
ach for its task o f digesting other 
foods. 
Am ong the most important 
soups in calcry and v itamin content 
are first, cream of tomato soup, then 


plain toma to soup, pea soup. 
Been 
and corn soup, too, hav e many calorie.* 
and v itamins. 
How’ easy they are to 
prepare when the housewife has only 
• to open a can and add seasoning, or 
at the most an equal quantity of milk 
• or water. 
Try y our child on a lunch 
of cream of toma to soup, spinach and 
a poached egg. 
You will like such 
a lunch, too, and 
will 
be glad to 
share it, particularly since it takes 
such a short time to prepare. 
For 
a nother day , make the lunch of a can 
of 
Italian 
spaghetti 
with a 
simple 
dessert such as rice pudding or hg 
pudding and a glass of milk. 
Spa­ 
ghetti comes entirely ready to serv e 
and has a tasty bit of cheese added 
to the tomato sauce. 
The cheese adds 
a few precious calories as well. 
Dinner, too, must supply many ca l­ 
ories to all the family through fab 
'and winter day s. 
A corn pudding v. "3 
I be popular. 
Make it with a can c f 
corn to which a pint of milk, two 
well-beaten eggs and tablespoon of 
j butter are added. 
Sea son with salt 
; and pepper and hake in a b u ttered 
baking dish until set and brown. 
For 
another dinner serv e candied sweet 
potatoes, ea sy to prepare when canned 
sweet potatoes are used. 
A m- churn 
size can will serv e six persons. Bu t 
lay ers of sweet potatoes into a b ik io tr 
dish, sprinkling each lay er with brown 
sugar. 
Pour a half cup of melted 
butter ov er the completed dish.
